Before long the first fly will come 
crawling out of his winter’s hiding 
place. It will not be a very active 
fly. It will not try to bite you, nor 
will it buzz angrily about your ears. 
It will be the most friendly, tame fly 
one could wish to have for a play- 
mate. 

But this particular fly is worth a 
great deal dead. It is the head of a 
family of millions of flies, or it will 
be if you allow it to live. 

Kill the first fly you see, and the 
second and third. If every one would 
do this, we would have fewer flies 
this summer than we have ever had 
before. Give the early flies a start 
‘and they soon get beyond control. 
Swat them when they are scarce and 
they wi remain scarce. 


NO DOGS TO HUNT DEER? 


Dogs will probably be banned in 
deer hunting, according to the Hon. 
Charles McCrea. “It is our opinion 
that deer preservation would be ad- 
vanced if dogs are eliminated,” he 
said. He added that he felt the force 
of the complaint that neavy toll was 
taken of deer by wolves in the winter 
time, but he also realized that in the 
hunting season the deer has to con- 
tend with hounding and chasing by 
dogs with dire results in the propa- 
gation of deer. “In my judgment, 
speaking as minister, I think we will 
make greater strides if deer hunting 
is done without dogs.”

The cold frame is the same as the 
frame for a hotbed, but is placed on 
the ground and has ‘ho bottom heat. 
It is wise after danger from frost is 
past to place plants, in a cold frame 
for a week or ten days to harden up 
before setting them to the open.

UP 20 PER CENT 


IN PAST YEAR 


The five tests showed an average

A 20 per cent increase in tourist 
automobile traffic in Canada during 
1930 is shown by figures prepared by 
the Department of National Revenue 
for the twelve months’ period ending 
December 30. Total tourist automo- 
biles entering Canada in that périod, 
amounted to 5,409,000, an increase of 
900,653 over the previous year. The 
only province to show a decrease was 
Prince Edward Island. Tourist traf- 
fic in 1930 increased 48 per cent over 
the 1928 figure. 

As usual the bulk of the traffic 
was fora period not exceeding 24 
hours, although proportionate in- 
creases were shown in cars admitted 
for a period not exceeding 60 days. 
There was an increase of almost 100 
per cent during 1930 in the number 
of cars entering for a period of not 
more than six months. Canadian 
tourist cars entering the United Stat- 
es also increased about 20 per cent 
during the year, the total being 746,- 
924 as against 619,572 the previous 
year.

Spring tillage or late fall tillage is 
not a satisfactory means of destroy- 
ing quac« or couch grass, according 
to One ailthorMyy who has given three 
years’ observation to the weet>and.

mer is distinctly the most dependable 
season for destroying quack grass by 
tillage. The degree of control is in 
direct proportion to the thoroughness 

.l of tillage, timeliness of the operation 
and favourableness of weather con- 
ditions. Ordinary cultivation is not 
effective in control. An occasional 

land half-hearted stirring of the soil 
stimulates the weeds’ growth. The 
one-way disk plow has been found 
very effective in quack grass elimin- 
ation and has.a low operating cost.

An egg is 66 per cent. water, 13 
per cent. protein, 10 per cent. fat and 
11 per cent. lime or ash. . 

In an egg 60 per cent is white, 30 
rer cent. yolk and 10 per cent. shell. 

The best eggs of the year are those 
‘aid in the months of April, May and 
Tune. 

An egg eaten between September 
ind March is worth more to the aver- 
ige person ina northern climate 
han one eaten between April and 
August. Eggs and milk together are 
liquid meat in the most digestive and 
issimilable form. 

An egg weighing two ounces holds 
upproximately 70 calories in fuel 
ralue. 

The egg is aptiy termed “bottled 
wnshine.” It is rich in proteins, 
ritamins and minerals. 

Of the five vitamins the egg sup- 
lies vitamins A BD and E. It is 
yarticularly rich in “D,” the sunshine 
vitamin, the Federal Department of 
Agriculture says.

Marmora, April 18—Beneath the’ 


_unpromising surface of a swamp; 
‘what person anticipates the finding 


of much of monetary. value and yet 
beneach one o© 

Marmora Township, which has the| 
forbidding appearance of all other) 
swamps lies buried what may prove 
to be one of the greatest marble 
finds in the history of Ontario quar- 
rying. 

It is eighteen years now since the 
property was drilled at seven differ- 
ent sections in the quest of iron. 
Little of the sought mineral was 
found but marble was yielded in at- 
tractive quantities with varying hues, 
such as black, green and even purple, 
besides the clear white. The property 
is that of Mr. Denis McGrath and it 
adjoins the C.N.R. track about three 
miles north of the Marmora freight 
shed. 

All these eighteen years the cores, 
some two and a half inches in diam- 
eter, obtained through the use of a 
diamond drill, have lain in boxes in 
Mr. McGrath's drive house. 

These were shown to an army of 
the curious taking a Sunday after- 
noon hike to the place now becoming 

_All to be seen at the scene 
of operatiGaeria, the large drill which 
has been operating ~under the direc- 
tion of R. Blomfield, one of the pres- 
ent optioners, for the past two weeks. 

Difficulties inevitably had to be 
met with in operating this at first but 
from the third hole which has been 
drilled an eighteen foot core was re- 
moved on Saturday evening, the 
marble being reached 12 feet below 
the surface. This sample was of a 
beautiful greenish hue and the place 
from which it was taken is but two 
hundred feet from the railway track. 

In the drilling which took place 
in 1913, marble was obtained as deep 
as 135 feet beneath the surface and 
natural marble foundations of Mr. 
McGrath’s residence was also sampl- 
ad, 

Interesting developments of Mar- 
mora’s newest project are being eag- 
erly awaited. Two miles to the south 
is Bonter’s silica rock quarry which 
has been operating little over a year 
and this venture also has met with a 
good measure of success.

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50 YEARS IN CANADA, 
BUT CANNOT ENTER 


Niagara Falls, N. ¥., April 15—A 
resident of Canada for 50 years, Ro- 
land Hanna, aged 75, has been denied 
admission to the Dominion, he told a 
Police Justice when he was arraigned 
today on a vagrancy charge. Police 
wanted local Immigratjon officials to 
deport Hanna,but Herman Kull, Falls 
Immigration chief, said they could 
not, as no country wanted the man. 
Hanna was barred from Canada, Hull 
said, because he could not prove his 
Canadian citizenship. 

Hanna said that he emigrated from 
England to Canada more than 50 
years ago, and lived,while in Canada, 
at Scarboro Junction, near Toronto. 
He left there a few years ago and 
came to the United States. Now he 
wants to return, but cannot. Hanna 
was destitute when arraigned in 
court, and Police Justice William J. 
Watts sent him to the county jail for 
five days, with instructions that he 
should be sent to the county infirm- 
ary at the expiration of the sentence. 
Canadian Immigration officials at 
Niagara Falls, Ont., said Hanna had 
applied five times for admission to. 
Canada, but had been refused admis- 
sion, because he had no money, and 
because when he left the Dominion 
he gave up his right to reside there.

ever necessary. Only by the exercise 
of “care, courtesy. and common 
| sense” by all drivers, can accidents 
be prevented and motoring made 
safe. | 
For the convenience of motorists 
the Free Press has prepared the fol- 
lowing, which are extracts or based 
on a similar list of rules compiled by 
Chief Draper of the Toronto Police 
Force, and approved and endorsed by 
Chief of Police MacDonald when sub- 
mitted by him. 

Here are the rules. Read them 
over and observe them. Each one is 
designed to make for safer and saner 
driving. 

1. Observe the speed limit, which 
is 20 miles maximum in town. Even 
if you double this to 40 m. p. h,. you 
would only save two minutes if you 
were to travel the full distance 
across town. Is it worth while? 

2. Observe stop signs, they are 
there for your protection. You ex- 
pect the other person to stop, do so 
yourself. 

3. Keep as close to the curb as 
traffic and weather conditions per- 
mit. When making a left turn, pull 
over to the centre of the street, give 
signals by extending the left arm 
horizontaily, and turn after passing 
the centre of the intersection. When 
turning to the right keep close to 
the curb. 

4, Keep your equipment in good 
condition; Brakes, lights, windshield 
wiper, rear vision mirror—all are 
necessary. 

5. Be sure to obtain your driver's 
license and carry it with you at all 
times when driving. If you are con- 
victed of driving without a permit 
you cannot thereafter unless you can 
furnish proofs of financial responsib- 
ility. 

6. Observe “No Parking” and 
other regulations placed by the po- 
lice. They were put there for a pur- 
pose. 

7. Be careful when backing up. 
Back only as far and so fast as you 
can see a clear way and down to the 
ground. A small child may be be- 
hind. 

8. Don’t drive fitfully, speeding 
up and slowing down without caution, 
to the annoyance of others in the 
rear. Set an even pace at the right 
speed. 

9. Keep cool in times of stress 
or in an accident. Do not argue. 
Render what assistance you can. 
give your mame and address to the 
person suffering loss or anjury. If 

anyone suffers personal injury or if 

property damage apparently to the 
amount of fifty dollars is done, it is| 
compulsory to report to the police.

TWO THOUSAND ARE 
TEACHING IN ALBERTA 


Edmonton—Completing what has 


.| been termed the most trying year in 


the history of the teaching profession 
in Alberta, the Alberta Teachers’ Al- 
liance finds itself for the first time 
with a total membership in excess of 
3,000, and an active enrolment of 2,- 
614, according to the report of Sec- 
retary J. W. Barnett. “It has been a 
year of trial and stress to teachers as 
well as to farmers and business men,” 
the report reads. “For the first time 
in our history the supply of teachers 
seems to have got beyond control; 
the spectre of actual want has ap- 
peared in our midst, and the end is 
not yet.” 

The presidential report also dealt 
with the problem of over-supply of 
teachers, reporting the finding of a 
recent conference in Regina, as fol- 
lows: 

(1) Economic conditions on farms 
which induced many farmers’ wives, 
with teaching qualifications and ex- 
perience, to resume teaching. 

(2) An over-supply of teachers 
owing to the fact that there had been 
no restriction placed on the number 
admitted and passed through normal 
schools. 

In connection with the first state- 
ment, it was stated in one Alberta in- 
spectorate the survey made showed 
that one-third of the teachers at the 
present time were wives of farmers. 
It is éstimated that the teachers out 
of employment in Alberta number 
over 400, with an additional 1,000 
now in training in provincial normal 
schools.

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Too Many Potatoes? 

Before increasing their acreage, 
commercial potato growers should 
study the market outlook, advises J. 
A. Carroll of the Crops Co-operation 
and Markets Branch. He points out 
that the price of potatoes in Ontario 
is controlled almost entirely by the 
size of the North Americati crop, the 
larger portion of which is contribut- 
ed by the United States. The 1936 
U. 8..crop totalled about 361,000,001 
bushels. Indications are that acreage 
will be increased to such an extent 
that an average yield of 118 bushels 
would result in a total of 434,000,000 
bushels in 1931, with average weath- 
er. Prospects are that the yield this 
year will be very little below that of 
1928. The marketing of that crop 
was disastrous. 

Growers should consider very care- 
fully before increasing their acreage 
and concentrate their energy on get- 
ting a higher yield per acre. It is 
expected that only those with a low 
cost per bushel will have 4 profit 
this year. The surest way to de- 
crease the cost per bushel 1s to in- 
crease the yield per acre.
